Byrne also acknowl- 
edged two meetings! with Ehrlichman 
(and a handshake with Mr. Nixon') 
early in April to discuss his possible 
interest in the. job of FBI director.'] 
“Let me : say 1 , I ■ didn’t . get, where ' 
am by ducking tough issues ... I’m i 
zeenly aware of the fact that many 
Americans — everybody in this room,

Nixon confirmed that he - had ap- 
proved a plan for domestic intelli- 
gence gathering — which included 
breaking and entering— during the 
spring of 1970.
